News has been 
received, by special courier from Teinwanfoo, the capital of Shang- 
tung, that the missionaries there have been insulted, and stones 
thrown both at them and at their chapel. The missionaries pur- 
posed to leave the city unobserved, and retire to some adjacent 
village. A further report says the Taoutai had received a despatch 
from Peking, inviting a report as to the feeling of the people with 
respect to foreigners.

SIIANGHAT. 

The dates are now down to Aug. 25. The outward mail 
(French) of July 8 arrived on the 2ist. Telezrams via Kiachta 
had been received to Aug. 2. 

The following summary is from the North China Herald of 
tho {25th fof August:—An attempt has been made to assassi- 
nate the Viceroy of Nanking, nnd great fexcitement prevails 
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in the city. The blow was struck on the 22nd. On the 23rd 
his Excellency was still alive, but reported to be in great dan- 
ger; every effort was being made to prevent the true state 
of affairs becoming known. No other reason can be surmised for 
the crime than the course the Viceroy took in preventing the 
outbreak, which had been planned to occur simultaneously with 
that at ‘lientsin. The assassin is reported to be a Shantung man. 
Tle refuses to give any motive, Disturbance is feared now the 
Viceroy’s influence is withdrawn, as there is ® vast number of 
students in the city. 

From Chefoo wo hear that the English Admiral is going to 
Nagnsaki to join his flagship, the Ocean. Admiral Kellett is said 
to take a very serious view of matters in the North, and to com- 
plain of the want of definite instructions. The Vrench men-of. 
war in port were decked with flags, in honour of the Emperor's 
birthday, and salutes were fired at noon. The Italian frigate 
Principessa Clothilde, H.M.8. Barrosa, and the French gunboats 
Frelon and Coulewvre have arrived. 

Very grave uneasiness still prevails in Peking, and influence is 
being evidently exerted to keep the feeling of hostility to foreign- 
ers alive. The Sisters of Charity have :been threatened, though 
no demonstration has been made. The Government are ostensibly 
trying to prevent disturbance. A correspondent writes, that four 
Chinese soldiers and a corporal (!) keep guard in a house adjoin- 
ing the cathedral and the Sisters’ establishment; and a notice 
was posted officially ‘outside the door of the Cabinet, signed by the 
Taoutai, but really believed to come from the Empress, enjoining 
on the subordinate heads of police and of the garrison to suppress 
all rumours, and keep strict surveillance over their districts. Any 
officer who fails in his duty,is to be immediatetyj reported for 
punishment. 

Still popular excitement is great, and rumour is very rife as to 
the future. Nothing, evidently, but severe punishment inflicted 
for the massacre at Tientsin will restore quiet. The long delay 
which has taken place without a show of retribution encourages, 
more and more, the feeling of hostility which has been excited ; 
and by encouraging the anti-foreign party makes it more and 
more difficult to enforce measures which might have been easily 
carried out in the first fortnight had the Foreign Ministers been 
firm and united in their insistance. 

The Belgian Minister has addressed [a strong protestation to 
the Yamen on the way in which the Government has proceeded 
in the management of Tientsin affairs. It is but right that, on 
behalf of the Italian and Belgian Sisters who were among the 
victims of the fatal June 21st, a distinct voice should be raised, 
expressing in a clear manner the sentiments of their compatriots 
who have come to the knowledge of their unhappy but glorious 
end ; and our readers will see, from a précis of the despatch which 
we print elsewhere, that Baron t’Kint has done his duty well. We 
trust it will be found that others have acted with equal vigourand 
promptitude. It is believed that Count Rochechouart will haul 
down his flag on the 31st, unless his demands are complied with. 
The Prussian Legation has communicated the fact of the European 
war to the Tsung-li Yamen. 

The great stumbling-block is the execution of the mandarins. 
The Government apparently will not recognise their glaring com- 
-plicity in the massacre, but persist in talking of punishment for 
neglect or incapacity in not having prevented it. They seem 
willing to punish the perpetrators of the murders, to re-erect the 
buildings destroyed, to indemnify the families of the victims, and 
to degrade the officials ; but they will not execute them. And 
nothing short of execution will be a sufficient punishment for the 
past or guarantee for the future. It is likely that the latter re- 
ceived so much high encouragement that it is practically impos- 
sitle to execute them for virtual obedience to instructions. 

A proclamation has been posted in Shanghai that the Kwei- 
chow “Subscription Office” is now open, and that it has com- 
menced the sale of office and titles, Any rank in Peking can be 
purchased, up to a member of one of the Six Boards (inclusive), 
and in the provinces up to Taoutai (inclusive). The Kwei-chow 
office offers special facilities ; it has obtained from the Emperor 
power to issuc Government certificates to purchasers on payment 
of the purchase-moncy, whereas formerly such certificates could 
only be obtained after reference to Peking. Of course “ gentry” 
and “ wealthy ” persons are urged to avail themselves of such an 
unexampled privilege ! : 

The steamer 7'%-pang-nyo iszto befoffered forfsale by auction on 
the 20th Sept. 

A Protestant Mission Chapel outside the Pingtze-men was assailed 
by Chinese soldiers searching for foreigners. The commanding 
officer explained that he did go in obedience to orders from ‘he 
Taoutai’s yamen. On investigation the explanation given was 
that the search was with a view to the forcigners’ safety ! 

The example of Mr. Hart in withdrawing his family from 
Peking is likely to be followed by many others. Very severe re- 
marks are majie about Mr. Low, the American minister, who has 
been at the hills with his family ever since the massacre; Mr. 
Wade has never been there more than forty-cight hours at a time. 

The officers of the Ashue/ot, proceeding to Peking in carts, 
strayed close to the “Nan hai-tze” (South Park), a dangerous 
locality for foreigners to approach at present, owing to the number 
of soldiers stationed there. Everything indicated that the ap- 
prehension felt by almost every one is too well founded. 
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HONG KONG. 
Our advices from this port extend to the lst September ; the 
French mail, with advices from London to July 22, arrived out 
on the 31st August. 


Baron Richtofen has published a retrospect of his journey from 
Hankow to Peking, which is sufficiently interesting to make us 
learn with regret that, from unforeseen circumstances, the Barun 
has been compelled to return to Hi without carrying out all 
that he proposed when commencing the expedition. The country 
on the route of tho Baron's travels separates itself into three 
natural divisions, first, the valley of the Han river and its tribut- 
aries, including portions of Hupé and Honan ; second, northern 
Honan, between the Fu-niu-shan and the Tai-hang-shan ; third, 
highlands of Shansi. Honan ranks among those provinces of China 
which are most favoured by nature. It is rich in both agricultural 
and mineral products. Coal, iron, and lead constitute the latter. 
In proportion to its area Shansi has probably the eet and most 
easily workable coal-field of any region on the globe. 

The Legislative Council met on the 18th August. We extract 
the following summary of its proccedings from the China Mail. 
A draft ordinance to amend the law relating to night-passes was 
read @ first time, and the Supplementary Estimates were passed 
without opposition, the Colonial Secretary remarking that the 
actual expenditure for 1869 was $93,000 below the sum estimated. 
for. But this was the last of a bad system, and they would not 
require again to vote the money in that way. On the motion of 
the Lieutenant-Governor, the Estimates for 1870 were then read, 
and he hoped that the Council would go minutely into them, be- 
cause under present instructions no money could now be voted 
without the consent of the Legislative Council. He therefore 

roposed that the Council should go into committee on the various 
items. The Colonial Secretary explained that in the Department 
of the Surveyor-General there were extensive alterations aud ad- 
ditions. A draftsman ($2,400), two assistaut engineers (one 
$1,840 and another $1,680), chair-coolies, inspector of buildings, 
($1,200), Chinese tracers, sappers, &c., &c., made up a very con. 
siderable increase of $7,928. Some conversational discussion 
arose concerning the manner in which the draftaman’s duties 
were performed before this appointment was made. It was ad- 
mitted as most essential that the duties of the Surveyor-General’s 
department should be efficiently carried out; but it appeared 
strange that the duties devolving upon draftsmen, tracers, and 
assistant engineers had been hitherto performed by others, and 
it was matter for curious inquiry who did the work before. 

On the motion of the Colonial Secretary, the sa of Mr. 
Smith, the Registrar-General, was raised from £800 to £1,000, on 
account of the increased duties attached to the office, and Mr. 
Smith’s special aptitude for it. The motion was carried, although 
the Chief Justice, Colonial Treasurer, and Messrs. Ryrie, Gibb, and 
Rowett had expressed themselves in favour of a provisional vote. 
On the police estimate the Lieut.-Governor remarked that he 
thought it would be a great improvement on the present state of 
things to employ intelligent West Indians in lieu of Sikhs, who 
did not understand us. He proposed to obtain West Indians who 
could read and write, and upon whose pluck we could depend in 
anemergency. ‘Thirty of them had been employed, and when ab- 
sorbed into the force they would be able to fall into their places ; 
and by-and-by they would have a better description of men—men 
who had served ten years in the West Indies, of good character, 
who were thorough soldiers, and could take their places with an 
regular regiment. Some conversation then ensued as to the cost, 
Mr. Gibb remarking that it might be well to obtain an idea how 
much it would cost to bring the West Indians to Hong Kong. 
The Colonial Secretary said about $200 a-head; and H.K. men- 
tioned $180 as a likely price. It was therefore thought advisable 
to postpone the question till its bearings and details were better 
understood. 

The Council then went into the consideration of the several 
ordinances proposed by the Attorney-General, of which we gave 
a summary in our issue of the 30th ult. The ordinance for the 
punishment ‘of deported criminals was sed without discus- 
sion. The ordinance for increasing the liabilities of innkee 
was passed, after some discussion, it being finally agreed thet, 
being only £1,000, the amount should remain as originally pre- 
posed at last meeting by Mr. Keswick, The Attorney-General 
further explained that the rules would have to be printed in 
lish and Chinese and exhibited in the hall of any hotel ; that rest- 
dents were not included, according to common law, among visi- 
tora, and therofore not entitled to the protection provided by this 
ordinance. On the ordinance relating to re-entry by the Crown, 
the Attorney-General said that it might seem hard, but that it 
was nothing more than the privilege now possessed by every 
private subject. Upon any breach of covenant, caused by non- 
payment of rent, &c., the ordinance provided a public mode of 
enforcing the right of the Crown to re-enter. In reply to Messrs. 
Ryrie and Rowett, the Attorney-General said that the Orown 
would not have power to throw the land back upon a lessee after 
the expiry of the year. The Chief Justice and Mr. Rowett re- 
minde . Ryrie that nonpayment of rent laid a lessee open to 
distraint and sale of property, and, after some explanations, 
the Bill was passed. The ordinance relating to pawnbrokers 
was referred to a special committee, consisting of the Attorney- 
General and Messrs. Ryrie and Rowett. The ordinance for 
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maintenance of good order in public buildings, &c., was passed

Justice said that if any ono turned a dog out, the dog could not 
bring an action of battery, and Mr. Ryrie observed that some dogs 
required a great deal of beating ; while many persons valued their 
dogs very highly. The ordinance to make further provision for 
the administration of the estates and effects of deceased persons 
was passed unanimously ; as was the ordinance for giving com- 
pensation to the families of persons killed through negligence, the 
Attorney-General having explained that this ordinance was copied 
exactly from the Imperial Act, viz., that upon which the £3,000 
was so recently awarded to a widow in an action against the P. 
and O. Company. 

Mr. Rowett asked whether thero was any limitation to the erec- 
tion of matsheds. They were now approaching the dry season, 
when fire was most frequent, and in the very centre of the town 
there were immense matsheds. constructed of the most inflammable 
materials. One was just now being raised on the site of the new 
German Club, and if ever it caught fire the surrounding buildings 
would be certain to be very seriously damaged. The Lieutenant- 
Governor referred to the apparently anti-German character of the 
movement. The Acorns. General was not certain that matsheds 
could come under the heading of a nuisance. Mr. Gibb remarked 
that the matshed erections were absolutely necessary, so far as he 
could judge. It was clear enough that they were dangerous ; 
they had had a fire in Hong Kong not long ago, which originated 
from a spark from amatshed. ‘The Attorney-General promised to 
look into the law on this subject, and the Council adjourned. 

The Aroostook, the gunboat sold out of the American service at 

Yokohama some time since, and which realised, we believe, some 
$12,500, has been re-sold to the Japanese for $35,000. 
'o The British steamer Saic/a, from Lisbon via Suez Canal, arrived 
at Macao 26th Aug. She brings some 250 troops of the line for 
the Garrison, the new Superintendent of Emigration, several 
officers who came out as reliefs, besides the families of some of 
the officers stationed at Macao. We regret to learn that the 
daughter of Licut.-col. Leite (the commandant of police), a young 
lady of aboutsixteen, died of heatapoplexy during the passage down 
the Red Sea. The other casualties of the voyage were the loss 
of two sergeants. It is supposed that the Saidw will return direct 
to Lisbon, taking cargo for the continent here and at Macao. 

The arrival of the ice-laden ship Formosa was very opportune, 
as the supply had dwindled down, we learn, to a moderate amount, 
and the delay of a few weeks more would have compelled a care- 
ful husbanding of the stock on hand. Owing to the prudent 
manner in which the ice business has been conducted under the 
ean agent of the Tudor Company, the community have never 

een deprived of this necessary for a single day since their as- 
sumption of the ice supply, though under the old regime it was 
either a feast or a famine the greater portion of the year. 

We hear (says the Shanghai Espress) that Messrs. Russell and 
Co, have entered into a contract to place 200,000 piculs of rice, 
for the supply of the Chinese troops, in Tientsin within one month. 
The Shantung has been despatched to Tamsui for the first instal- 
ment, and other steamers of the 8. 8. N. Co. will, it is said, rapidly 
follow. It is also known that several consignments of rifles have 
lately passed into Chinese hands, so the “braves” will be well 
armed and provisioned for the campaign which is apparently con- 
templated for the winter.

We learn from the China Mail that the fans manufactured and 
distributed by the Chinese in commemoration of the Tientsin 
Massacre, and alluded in our Jast, were of four kinds, but two of 
them cannot now be procured, as they have been prohibited by 
the mandarians. It is nota little suggestive that only two of 
the four kinds were stopped. The reason is said to be this—that 
those interdicted had on them the names of the perpetrators, and 
the names of the mandarins who suggested the horrible deed. 
However, the French priests have copies of all. Our contem- 
porary adds—We hear that the British Consul’s notification, to 
the effect that foreigners might now go to the City, has fallen a 
dead letter. The bearing of the people implies too much risk. 

The following is an extract froma private letter written by a 
resident at Tientsin, and dated August 16 :—“ We cannot ima- 
gine what the British Minister means by such a suicidal course 
as he is pursuing. My advices from Peking report that he is 
really the great obstacle to any satisfactory adjustment of our 
present disturbed relations. The Belgian Minister is so disgusted 
with his course that he refuses to have any translations done under 
his eye, as has hitherto been his practice. The tone of the people 
here is most insolent, and all the friendly Chinese urge us to go 
on board the steamers, for they confidently predict another and an 
early outbreak, The place is full of native troops, and some of 
these rascals fraternise with the people and foster their animosi- 
ties. We are all fecling this suspense to be almost unendurable.” 
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Massacre. ‘The first impression was that all the .victims were 
French ; but it was soon ascertained that English, Italian, and 
Belgian subjects were amongst them; and, eyer since then, 
the Belgian Minister has been constant in his demand on the 
Chinese Government for the prompt punishment of the guilty, 
On the 30th July his Excellency paid a formal visit to the Tsung- 
li-Yamén to protest against the inertness shown. He expressed 
his satisfaction that Foo and Ilien had been degraded, and 
ordered to be judged by the Board of Punishments; but 
urged that Tseng-kwo-Fan and Chung How found them in fault 
only for not having prevented the outbreak, whereas it was noto- 
rious that these two magistrates had mainly occasioned it by their 
incendiary proclamation. The Belgian Minister again urged the 
necessity for a proclamation by the Emperor, categorically deny- 
ing all the charges brought against the foreigners, and declarin, 

that their authors would be severely punished, It was shown tha 
massacres like that at Tientsin were to have taken place simul- 
taneously in several of the other provinces, both north and south, 
as well as at Nanking. His Excellency declared therefore that, 
unless the Imperial Government wished to assume beforehand the 
responsibility of future massacres, it should procced to summary 
judgment and punishment without further delay. We are confi- 
dent that our readers will share our gratification with Baron yon 
Rodenbach’s able despatch, and our confidence that, if the Foreign 
Ministers had addressed a joint note to the Tsung-li-Yamen, 
couched in equally vigorous terms, at the outset, their just de- 
mandg would have been promptly yielded. 





SIAM.

BANGKOK. 

Dates by this opportunity extend to the 3rd September. 

Captain Oldfield has reported the freedom from all obstacles 
of the route for a telegraph from Java, eastward to Bangkok. 

The latest news from Cheangmai confirms the demise of the 
ruler of that land, and of another of the same spirit, Chow Rat- 
fakee-nai, who, during the troubles there, was as bitter against 
the introduction of Christianity as the late King The King died 
on the 29th and Chow Rat-fakee-nai on the 30th June. 

The Laos Prince Boontawong is a full and younger brother of 
the Maha Ooparat, the second ‘king of Cneangmai, on whom the 
government of the kingdom now devolves. This prince is now 
probably to all intents and purposes second in the kingdom, and 
will doubtless continue in that relation, when his elder brother 
shall be constituted king by his Majesty the King of Siam, as is 
now contemplated, soon after the cremation for the late King of 
Cheangmai, early in the next dry season. Prince Boontawong, 
who is one of the noblest looking among the Laos peneehood. 
expresses a strong assurance that the Americans in Cheangmai will 
henceforward enjoy great peace, 

Herr Paul Pickenpack has commenced his duties as Consul for 
Sweden and Norway at Siam. 

Advices from Petchaburi, which is one of the western pro- 
vinces of Siam, indicate some anxiety on the part of rice culti- 
vators. The banks of the Petchaburi river had not yet overflowed, 
though several unsuccessful attempts were made to construct » 
dam and force an inundation. Having failed, the people think 
it best to trust and wait the usual annual inundations. Efforts 
likewise are being made to organise in the capital of that province 
a military force. Barracks have been built, and raw men are 
being disciplined with old flint lock muskets, whilst others are 
being drilled only with sticks.

STRAITS SETTLEMENTS,

SINGAPORE. 
Dates are down to the 9th September. The London mail of 5th 
August (French) arrived on the 2nd September. 


We learn from the Straits Times that business was very dull 
public attention being engrossed by the war. The Pension Bi 
was being progressed with, and would probably be passed at the 
next meeting of the Legislative Council. There are, however, 
one or two points in this Bill not altogether satisfactory to the 
general public, inasmuch as the old Indian servants, though pen- 
sioned on the scale allowed by the Indian pension rules, are not 
provided for so liberally as the officials appointed since the trans- 
fer ; and members of the ie force entitled to relief from the 
police superannuation fund are not to receive any pension what- 
ever. 

The arrivals of steamers from Europe via the Suez Canal have 
been few. 





PENANG. 
Dates are down to 10th Sept. The French mail of the 5th Au- 
gust from London was received via Singapore on the 5th Sept. 
The following items are from the Penang Gazette. 
The Committee, consisting of the Lieutenant Governor, the Co- 
lonial Secretary, and the Hon. F. 8. Brown, which has been sit- 
ting during the last week to inquire into the working of the 
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various public departments, are believed to have concluded their 
labours so far as inquiry goes. There are all sorts of rumours 
afloat as to what the result will be. One report is that we are 
no longer to have the honour of possessing a Lieutenant 
Governor, but that Colonel Anson’s title is to be in future that 
of ‘“Snperintendent” or “ Government Agent,” but no saving to 
the colony is effected by the change as the pay of the office 
is to be the same, nor ig the cause for it very apparent ; and if the 
change indicated is all that comes from the Colonial Secretary’s 
visit Mr. Birch may as well have stopped at home and saved the 
cost of his coming here. The Lieutenant-Governor, Colonial 
Secretary, F. S. Brown, M.LC., and Major McNair, Colonial Sur- 
veyor, left for Singapore in the Petho. h n 
duty of Colonel Anson, Capt. D. T. Hatchell, magistrate in the 
province, will act as Lieutenant-Governor. 

The select committee appointed to inquire into and report on 
the new Government House and the expenditure incurred thereon 
have presented their report to the Legislative Council. The 
state that, “ Viewing the quantity and substantiality of the wor! 
performed and the manner in which it has been finished, the com 
mittee are of opinion that the building is probably worth the 
money spent upon it.” The whole amount expended on the new 
Government House is stated at $161,451.94, being, according to 
the committee, an exeess of outlay over what was voted by the 
Legislative Council of $11,351.94, or, if we take the Auditor-Ge- 
neral’s calculation, of $37,415.51. 

The vacancy in the Roman Catholic Sce of Penang, caused by 
the retirement of the Right Rev. J. B. Bucho, is to be filled by 
the appointment of the Rev. Father Leturdu, now stationed at 
Pulo Tikus. Bishop Bigandet, on his lordship’s return from Rome 
to Rangoon, is to call here and consecrate the new prelate. 

The Germans in Penang have subscribed upwards of $600 to- 
wards the relief fund for those of their fellow countrymen who 
suffer from the war. 

It is seldom that Penang has been so denuded of shipping. 
On the 9th September there was but one English-owned ship in 
the harbour, and only two steamers, the Cashmere and Kalahome. 
From the ist of August to the 6th of September 674 coolies ar- 
rived from Negapatam and Paumben, per Caroondadencunny, 
Vettival, Mahomadia, and Ahmad Samdani. There were but a 
small proportion of plantation coolies among the number. There 
is at present a great demand for labourers in the province, not 
only on the plantations, but also for Government employ on the 
roads.

1.62 to 1.7U per piece; common not wanted; only 
small sales of 36-inch cloths reported at Tis. 1.90 to 1.95 per piece. 
Drills: Less inquiry ; prices of best English firm, Dutch and American 
easier and dall. Jeans: Small sales of English at Tls. 2.24 to 2.28 per 
piece. Fancy and Dyed Cottons: Very little demand; a few sales of 
Gentian Shirtings at Tls.

The stock of this weight was low, and it maintained its value 
comparatively well; but in the face of reduced prices at home, and 
considerable supplies of 7 and 9 to 10 Ibs. makes, both on the spot and 
afloat, the quotations for these were quite nominal, and the markct was 
very weak. Sales of all weights from first hands, 60,000 to 70,000 
pieces. White Shirtings: The inquiry fur this import had been limited, 
sales amounting to only 6,000 pieces ; prices showed little or no change. 
T-Cloths: The remarks in our last may be repeated —‘‘ T-Cloths of all 
kinds had receded in value, and there was no disposition to operate in 
them at quotations.” Drills: Latterly any little demand that had been 
manifested was freely met by the Chinese speculators, who were being 
pressed to clear; and to effect sales a concession to buyers had to be 
made in consequence. Jeans: 12,000 to 15,000 pieces had changed 
hands, the bulk being composed}of re-sales by Chinese.

SHANGHAI.—Black: The markct remained very quiet for some days 
after the departure of the last English mail, owing to the nervousness 
produced by the persistent decline in the home market, and the very 
large and gradually uccumulat.ny stock, the result of an actual excess 
in the supplies of about 60,0U0 chests. Later on, news of the war be- 
tween France and Prussia arrived, which caused most peop!e to close 
their books, pending further news of the very important European 
tronbles. A few days after this a beginning was made at a decline on 
former prices of about Tis. 14 per picul, and this was the signal for 
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general rush into the market, and the operations entered into had been 
altogether unparalleled for irregularity, some purchases showing a decline 
of over Tis. 3 per picul, and in other cases a positive advance, when 
compared with the better-bought parcels of three weeks before. In 
comparing present prices with those ruling at the end of June, they will 
be found to be (taking quality into consideration) decidedly higher for 
some kinds, especially those between Tls. 21 to 23, than those existing 
at that time. On the other hand, the steady decline in the home value 
of common classes and the present dislike to them had caused a fall in 
euch kinds of about Tis. 2 per picul. Priccs on the average were con- 
sidered to be Ts. 2 over present London values; some few parcels of 
Ningchow Tea showed a good value, but much of the Oopack and non- 
descript Oonam was quite 15 to 20 per cent. over the low prices ruling 
in England. The heavy purchases would do much to ease tle native, 
and, as the season was yet early, the possession of funds would tend to 
induce him to try fresh ventures, which, with the present market irre- 
gularities, it would be premature to say would not prove profitable. 
Settlements for the fortnight, 29,000 chests; Re-shipments on owners’ 
account, 1,600 chests; Stock, 292 chops, or 98,000 packages. Quota- 
tions, duty paid (exchange for credits, six months’ sight, at 5s.

Teas. 

Foocnow.—Up to the 19th August a steady business had been in 
progress, notwithstanding the depressed stute of the home markets in 
both England and America, the fall in Exchange and Freight having 
given some encourugement to buyers. Prices for ull classes of Common 
Congou had becn well maintained, and the best flavoury and medium 
Teas which remained in stock had commanded higher rates, in many 
cases an advance of one to two taels having been paid. Since the 19th, 
the market had exhibited no change, the settlements having been on a 
more moderate scale, say 11,077 chests for the week. Quotations:

bare for several days, all chops of superior quality were at once secured 
at $30 to 34, thus establishing an advance of $2 per picul. The supply 
of the season was estimuted at 115,000 half-chests. Congou: About 
1,300 half-chests had been taken at $154 to 163. The bulk of the stock 
on offer was, howevcr, of undesirable quality, and attracted no atten- 
tion. Settlements for the fortnight: 20,200 half-chests Oolong, at $19 
to 21 for commor ; $22 to 234 for fair; $24 to 25 for good, and $27 to 
34 for cargo ; 1,300 half-chests Congou, at $154 to 16} for superiur to 
clean. The Eleanor left on the 24th Angust with 440,409 lbs. for New 
York, and the Mindet was still on the berth. 

CanTon.—A few settlements had been made from time to time during 
the fortnight at irregular and lower prices. At theclose, owing to the 
unsettled state of European affairs, buyers remained quict. Settlements 
from 13th to 27th August :—Country Congous, nil; Canton District 
Congous, nil ; Scented Orange Pekoe, 2,000 boxes, at Tls, 20 to 38;

The war news has entirely checked business, not a single tran- 
saction having taken place during the fortnight; we hear of one or 
two foreigners making offers at 80 to 50 taels reduction, but with- 
out resulting in business; the natives themselves show little disposi- 
tion to sell, unless they can obtain within 30 taels (of last quotations) 
on Market Silks and 10 to 20 tacls on chops say for Choopings, Tls. 590 
to 595, equal to 30s. 2d. to 30s. 5d., Dragon, Tle. 580 to 585, equal to 
20s, 8d. to 298. 11d., Red Peacocks, Tla 500 to 510, equal to 25s. 7d. to 
263. 1d. Stocks have increased to 6,500 bales. As we go to press some 
dealers exhibit signs of weakness, and we should not be surprised to 
learn they have shipped a quantity on their own account. We give no 
quotations, as they ure entirely nominal. 

Canton.—The only settlements during the fortnight had amounted 
to 45 bales Tsatlee and 10 bales Loong-kongs, all concluded by one firm. 
For America and Bombay nothing had been done, and quotations were 
nominal. A purchase of Waste Silk was reported up country as having 
been made by a Hong Kong native firm. The fourth crop was fairly 
spoken of, and a large filth crop is expected.

Forzicn Brits or ExcHan@e.—A question of some importance was 
decided at the City of London Court, on the 7th inst., before Mr. J. 
Anderson, Q.C., sitting as Deputy Judge, with reference to the expenses 
payable by an English acceptor upon the dishonour of a foreign bill of 
exchange. The action was brought against the Licbiz Extract of 
Meat Company, who dishonoured a bill drawn upon them by their 
local director, at Havre, in consequence of receiving a telegram atat- 
ing that no value had been given for the bill. They, however, paid 
the bill, which was for £2,000, within four days, but the foreign 
holder sought to recover, in addition to one-half per cent. as commis- 
sion of intervention, three other sums of £2 10s., being commission to 
the Union Bunk, as follows ;—One-eighth to the bank, one eighth again 
for remitting the £2,000 from Havre to London to reimburse the 
holders’ agent who had intervened for his honour, and a further one- 
eighth per cent. for returning the £2,000 to Havre on the Dill being 
paid by the company. Mr. F. O. Crump, barrister, for the company, 
objected to these items as not being necessarily consequent upon the 
dishonour of the bill. He cited various authorities, aud contended, on 
the principle laid down with reference to re-exchange, that they could 
not be recovered at law. It was attempted to set up @ custum in sup- 
port of the plaintiffs claim, but after adjourning the case and hearing 
evidence on both sides, Lis Honour determined that nothing more 
could be claimed than the one-half per cent. commission of intervene 
tion, and gave judgment for the defendants, with costs. 


Tue CHINESE IX THE Unrrep States. —The coolie question is agitat- 
ing the country considerably during the pending political canvass. but 
as the burden of sentiment is against coolie importation in both parties 
—the shrewd politicians of both taking that side in order to influence 
working men’s votes—there is not enough demonstration mace by the 
friends of the coolies to create anything like o well-balanced contest. 
Meanwhile the few coolies who have come to the Atlantic States are 
winning favour by their excellent conduct. The coolies at North 
Adams, Massachusetts, whose arrival last summer caused such a com- 
motion, have applied themselves assiduously to work and are becoming 
already skilful shocmakers. They are not only established securely in 
the factory, but have mastered the trade, and, according to advices 
from there, are working more steadily and regularly, and turn out a 
larger average of as good work than the same number of “ Knights of 
St. Crispin ” whom they superseded. The Chinese make shoes ata 
cost of $2 per case less than their predecessors, and their employer ex- 
pects this saving to reach $6 per case. The experiment may revolu- 
tionise the shoe trade of New England. A coolie force of 200 is en- 
gaged in a railway building in New Jeracy, Seventy others have gone 
to work in a laundry at Newark, New Jersey. The competition thus 
indicated is leading our working people to form ‘‘ Anti-Coolie Leagues” 
in the large cities, while in San Francisco it has produced a lawsuit 
against the Trans-Pacific Steam Line for violating the Californian law 
regulating coolie immigration. 


Tue quantity of unmanufactured tobacco imported into the United 
Kingdom last year amounted to 52,588,590 lbs. The analysis shows 
that 1,456,623 lbs. came from the Hanse Towns, 6,350,957 Ibs. from 
Holland, 312,317 lbs. from Greece, 1,752,587 lbs. from Turkey Proper, 
1,834,718 lbs. from the Philippine Islands, 594.339 lbs. from Japan, 
242,976 lbs. from Cuba, 1,872,765 lbs. from New Granada, 37,046,032 lbs. 
from the United States, and 1,645,276 Iba. from other countries. The 
Commissioners of Customs predicted an augmented importation of 
what is called the stemmed variety, and it appears from the returns 
that the importation of this kind of tobacco rose, as compared with 
the previous year, from 18,612,823 lbs. to 26,650,875 lbs., or an in- 
crease of nearly cent. percent. This has arisea chiefly on account of 
the increase of importation from the United States; but the supplies 
from all other countries continue to fall off, and have now reached the 
lowest point ever occupied since 1860, the year before the commence- 
ment of the American war. 


Tae “Captain” AND THe “Onerpa.”—The prompt subscription of 
a fund by the officers and crew of the United States steamer Franklin, 
at Portsmouth, for the benefit of the suffercrs from the appalling 
calamity that occurred to Her Majesty's vessel the Captain is viewed 
with profound eatisfaction in America. This satisfaction is cansed not 
only by the generosity shown, but chiefly by the fact that it gives the 
press a chance to draw comparisons with the Bombay and Oneida case, 
in Japanese waters. The Bombay deserted the Oneida, our newspapers 
say, but the United States’ sailor, remembering that blood is thicker 
than water, practically sympathises with the English tar in his mis- 
fortunes, 


A court-martial held on board the Royal Oak at Gibraltar, to investi- 
gate tho circumstances connected with the lose of the gunboat Trinculo, 
terminated in the honourable acquittal of her commander, Licutenant 
the Hon. F. G. Crofton, and the officers and crew of the ship. The 
Court was of opinion that the loss was caused by the bad look-out kept 
on board the Spanish steamer Moratin. The President, in returning 
his sword to Licutcnant Crofton, complimented him upon the high 
state of discipline which prrvailod on board the Trinculo, us evidenced 
by the entire absence of confusion after tie cutastruphe. Every man 
who could be rescued was brought safe to shore.

OUR POLICY IN CHINA. 

THE opinions of The Times and its correspondeuts, as well 
as those of other journals quoted in our columns, are all 
agreed in recognising the gravity of the crisis in China, and 
the necessity for prompt and decisive action to prevent the 
repetition of outrages like that at Tientsiu. The only thing 
left to regret—after reading the excerpts from The Times, 
which will be found in avother column—is that the admission 
of the necessity for action is not accompanied by any prac- 
tical suggestion of the course to be adopted. “ The question 
is, what is to be done?” repeats The Times with wearisome 
iteration, until, at last, it closes its article without offering any 
reply to its own inquiry. We confess that we can see no 
reason for hesitation or doubt as tu the kind of action which 
the late massacres and the present state of feeling in China 
demand. All that is required is the display of sufficient force to 
awe intending evil-doers, and to insist on summary justice upon 
convicted ones. The former is, however, the more urgent, 
if not the more grave necessity. Already redress, compen- 
sation, é&c., have been insisted upon to the too great exclusion 
of security for the future. No means appear to us 80 likely 
to guarantee security as the occupation by our Govern- 
meut of the Taku Forts. These forts command the entrance 
of the Peiho river, on which Tientsin lies forty miles by land 
from the mouth, and Peking eighty miles north-west of 
Tieutsin. Troops landed at these places, and even gunboats 
stationed at Tientsin, are utterly crippled while they have 
these formidable fortifications opposing thew in their rear. 
Tu fuct, they no better than prisoners of war, and all 
our conntrymen merely hostages for their forbearance. 
Nothing is so easy or so cousistent with British dignity and 
humanity as to require such material guarantees for security 
as may give us the possession of strength without the neces- 
sity of exercising it in war; and unless we are prepared to 
retire to the five ports and submit to every kind of bumilia- 
tion before we are finally expelled altogether, we must act 
decisively. As Zhe Times observes, “We waut no Chinese 
“ war upon our hands, but we must protect the lives and 
“ poseessions of our countrymen in China, and that we can- 
* not do without exacting retribution for an outrage which, 
“though directed immediately against our neighbours, in- 
* volves the security of all European settlements alike.” We 
believe that the security here required can be best attained 
by the re-occupation of the Taku Forts. The telegrams from 
Hong Kong, to 29th September, to be found in another column, 
coufirm those received last week via Kiachta, and published 
in our issue of 12th inst. 








A Foreicn-orrice telegram from Mr. Wane reports all 
quiet at Peking and Tientsin. We presume this was circu- 
lated as a set-off to the numerous telegrams received report- 
ing disturbances and threatenings from various other ports, 
including the destruction of another church at Nowchwang ; 
and the anxiety at Shanghai was so great as to demand an 
immediate despatch of troops from India. Lord GranviLLe 
and his colleagues evidently wish the public to understand 
that they were right in the views expressed to the deputation 
of London merchants representing the meeting held at the 
London Tavern. It is true that our Government did not 
agree with the fears expressed at the meeting, but it remains 
to be seen who is correct ; certainly each succeeding mail 
has confirmed the views of the merchants. It will be remem- 
bered that Lord GraNnvILLE informed the deputation that 
orders had been sent to our Minister at Peking to support 
the French Government, but we must conclude that Mr. 
Wape has not carried ont these instructions, as we know that 
the demands of the French Minister remained unsatisfied by 
the Chinese Government on the 26th Sept., or three months 
after the dreadful atrocity known as the “ Tientsin Massacre.” 
We now suspect that Lord GranviLz left out intentionally 
one very important word, which, of course, explains the rea- 
son why our naval and military forces have not co-operated 
with the French in obtaining the satisfaction demanded. The 
word is “moral "—i.e., that Her Masesty’s Government had 
Instructed Mr. Wap t> give moral support to the demands 
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of the French. We shall soon see what this timid policy will 
lead us to. It is really a burlesque to publish “ all quiet at 
Peking and Tientsin.” Of course it will be so if we do not 
enforce satisfaction for the late outrage, and we think that 
the merchants should demand further explanations on this 
point from the Foreign-office. 











OUR EMBASSY AT PEKING. 

The Globe assumes that the notification in the London 
Gazette, appointing Mr. Mongan to be Consul at Peking as 
well as at Tieutsin, indicates the intention of the Govern- 
ment to abandon the Legation at Peking. Such is not the case. 
The object is simply to give Mr. Mongan jurisdiction over 
British subjects at Peking, as it is not usual for the Minister 
to perform Consular duties; his office is diplomatic. A 
similar state of things exists in Japan. Sir Harry Parkes is 
the Minister and Plenipotentiary at Yedo, but we have also 
a Consul there. The concluding part of the article in the 
Globe is, however, quite worthy of perusal, and we extract the 
same :— 

We ought long ago to have insisted on the right of audience with 
the Emperor ; but instead of so doing we have conducted our inter- 
course with Prince Kung, whose only real official rank is Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, and who is but a unit in the Imperial Cabinet, as 
though he were all powerful and supreme. There is cvery reason to 
believe that he personally is friendly disposed towards us, but at the 
present,time there is a large and powerful anti-foreign party vigorously 
agitating both in Peking and in the provinces, and to this party many 
of the Imperial advisers belong. The concessions that we, in con- 
junction with the United States Government, have lately made to 
the Peking Government have, by being construed into symptoms 
of weakness, greatly encouraged the anti-foreign leaders, at the same 
time that the great improvement which, under our instruction, 
has recently taken place in the defences of the country has led 
them to believe that in a struggle with foreign Powers they would 
be able to hold their own. To these influences are to be attri- 
buted the extremely hostile disposition which is displayed towards 
foreigners at the present time in all parts of the Empire. As longas, 
from various circumstances, Prince Kung was supported by a majo- 
rity in the Cabinet things went smoothly enough, and our requests, - 
never unjust, were more or less acceded to. But when the positions 
were changed, and Prince Kung found himself in a minority, having 
no power to turn out the Ministry, and being probably unable to re- 
tire himself from office, he was compelled to meet our demands with 
excuses for their non-fulfilment, and our importunities by delay, 
or else to feign illness and absent himself from the Foreign-office, 
as he did on receipt of the news of the Tientsin massacre. The 
inconvenience of being obliged to depend for the fulfilment 
of our Treaty on the majority of a Cabinet over the destinies 
of which the highest power we have official cognisance of has no 
power whatever, must be patent to everyone, and it must be equally 
obvious that the true remedy for the evil is the right of audience with 
the Emperor. He alone has the power to dismiss Ministers, and he 
alone should therefore be held responsible for the maintenance of a 
Government which should fulfil the obligations undertaken in his 
name. The excuse that the Emperor is under age should now, at least, 
be thrown overboard. He is as old or older than the King of Greece 
was at the time of his accession, and decrees are daily issued by him. 
Until this right is granted, and the bar sinister to our legitimate 
position as equals, which its continued refusal implies in the minds 
of people of the Empire, is removed, our relations with China can 
never rest on a firm and satisfactory basis. 


It will be seen from the report of a meeting of the Legis- 
lative Council at Hong Kong, which we publish in another 
column, that the acting Governor-General WHITFIELD not 
only enters fully into the affairs and interests of the colony, 
but is withal rather clever at badinage. We trust that the 
gallant General may continue to make himself not only use- 
ful but agreeable to the colonists, as we believe that there is 
little chance of Sir RioHarp MacDonnext returning, and his 
successor will not be appointed until Sir Rionarp’s term ex- 
pires in April next. 


WE understand that the project of a railway from the 
town of Singapore to the new harbour—the want of which 
has often been noticed by us—is again thrown out by the 
rival dock companies. We can understand that they should 
have different views as to the route that the line should take, 
but we cannot understand why the local Government should 
be idle in the matter. If they wait for the Home Govern- 
ment to give any assistance in the matter, the prospect is 
indeed hopeless. 


WE understand that tonnage has been engaged for the 
conveyance of about four thousand tons of railway iron and 
material to Yokohama, as a first instalment of the proposed 
lines in Japan, for which the £1,000,000 loan was raised by 
Mr. Lay on behalf of the Japanese Government. 
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Tue Telegraph Construction Company have received ad- 
vices from Suez that the Scanderia proceeded on the 14th 
inst. for Singapore, after having repaired the Red Sea Cable. 
This delay will not, it is expected, prevent the completion of 
the Batavia, Singapore, and Madras Vable by the end of the 

ear. The cable to connect Singapure and Hong Kong will 
eave in February, and be laid in April or May. 





THERE have been rumours to the effect that our Government, 
in copjunction with that of France, had declared war against 
China. It is hardly neceasary to say that there is no truth in 
them. The rumours as to the despatch of troops from India 
aud England are also incorrect. ‘The Marines for Japan, an- 
nounced in our last, are the only troops wnder despatch. 





Som time since we noticed the decision of the Spanish 
Government to subsidise a line of steamers from Spain to 
Manila ; we are uow informed that the time for receiving 
tenders has been extended to Dec. 31. 


OUR POLICY IN CHINA. 

The Saturday Review urges that it is in the power of the English Go- 
vernment to render France almost the only essential service which could 
not be regarded by Germany as a wrong or an affront. The whole 
English naval force on the coast of China ought to be placed at the dis- 
posal of the Embassy, and the Chargé d’Affuires ought to be instructed 
to act as M. de Rochechonart would have acted if he had not becn em- 
barrassed by unexpected difficulties. It may indeed be hoped that 
such instructions have already been given, so that the English 
admiral may, if necessary, have anticipated the closing of the 
Peiho by ice. It is highly probable that a local demonstration 
may be more effective than a direct menace to the Imperial Govern- 
ment. If the Chinese Government protects the Tientsin assassins it 
will leave the lives of all foreign traders at the mercy of the rabble 
and of the competitive prizemen. If an enterprise which waa found 
comparatively easy a dozen years ago now transcends the power of 
England, it only remains to acquiesce in the degradation which would 
in that case seem to be the principal consequence of modern reforms 
and improvements ; but there would be no difficulty in providing, at 
home and in India, a sufficient force for the coercion of a contuma- 
cious Government and a semi-civilised community. Even Mr. Glad- 
stone's aversion to strong measures may be shaken by regard to the 
interests of English trade, and by sympathy for the innocent victims 
of Chinese barbarism. A timely and effective support of the French de- 
mands would, perhaps, not be followed by extraordinary gratitude, nor 
would it induce M. Victor Hugo, in his next rhapsody, to insert Lord 
Granville’s name in his list of worthies between Confucius and Nico- 
demus ; but it is sometimes expedient to do what is right, even with- 
out an immediate prospect of reward. 

The Spectator inquires why Lord Granville does not announce in 
some one of the hundred ways open to him what he is doing to avoid 
disaster in China. Has he sent three regiments of Sikhs to Singapore ; 
or warned Lord Mayo, who is accessible by telegraph, though he is at 


Jeypore, 300 miles from a railway ; or asked Prim or the Netherlands | 


Government to lend troops if a requisition reaches Manila or Batavia ; 
or done anything besides promise help? The accounts get worse and 


worse, and we may hear, as soon a3 Peking has heard of Sedan, of a ; 


universal massacre of foreignere. Lord Mayo is energetic, and the 
fleet is large; but Lord Mayo is as far from Peking as from London, 
and the fleet has no army to disembark. We shall never be really 
safe in China until we possess an island on the coast large enough to 
maintain an expedition of ita own. 

The Standard is convinced that if the mandarins would only leave 
them alone the Chinese would live amicably with the foreigners. If 
ever there is a quarrel with missionaries it will be invariably found 
that it is the class called “ literati’”—that is, as we should call them, 
the passed “ competition wallahs”—who get up the row, and that it 
is not religious zeal, but simply literary vanity, which is at the bottom 
of it. In the case of the French Roman Catholic missionaries, it is true 
that there is something more than this at the bottom of the popular 
antipathy. Here the offence which is given is a distinct political one, 
inasmuch as every native convert is claimed as a subject of France, 
and is withdrawn from his allegiance to the civil power. This is a 
clear wrong, of which the Chinese Government may justly complain, 
and for which, if they complained, France would be bound to make 
reparation. In any case, however, there can be no juatification for a 
civilised nation in taking such a vengeance as that at Tientsin. Every 
day that such an outrage remains unredressed adds to the virulence of 

_ the anti-foreign feeling on the part of the ruling classes and the army 
in China. Like all Asiatic people, they are utterly unable to dissociate 
forbearance from impotence or cowardice. They have been encouraged 
to think that they are now, by the possession of European arms and 
military discipline, on an equal footing with Europeans in war, and 
they may be expected to be even more reluctant to afford any sort of 
redress than have been Chinese Governments at all times. There is 
no alternative, therefore, but that England, as the leading Power 
intereated in the safety of European life and property in China, should 
resort to the one appeal which only the Chinese in such cases are able 
to understand. 

The Rev. Joan Scartu, an old resident in China as a merchant, 
but now rector of Cranborne, writes to The Times, pointing out that 
“ Alpha” is wrong in his conclusion that the Chinese as a body hate 
us. We quite endorse Mr. Scarth’s opinions:—I cannot endorse the 
opinions expressed by your correspondent ‘‘ Alpha,” and I feel sure 
that ning-tenths of the mercantile community and nearly all the 
English missionaries will agree with me rather than with “ Alpha.’ 
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Slo 
It is not fair to the Chinese to take the opinion of those who have 
lived among them only in an official capacity, and who judge from the 
feelings of the mandarins towards foreigners and know little of the 
feelings which the people hold. In daily intercourse with the natives 
few difficulties arise ; but our whole official intercourse with the Go- 
vernment has been a auccession of little battles, they trying to keep 
us at a distance, we ever seeking some new alvantage. The man- 
darins and the literati have, when they choose, the vagabonds on their 
te and a disturbance can readily be raised, though not so easily put 

own. 

If we take the actual position of foreigners into account, how they 
live a few among thousands, how they travel far and wide through the 
country, and enter into transactions involving millions of money, and 
searce think of danger excepting when they know that the mandarin or 
some party of braves whom they encourage are ready to do an injury, 
surely we may be convinced that the natives do not hate usin the way 
that “ Alpha ” would have your readers believe? , 

Colonel Gordon, who commanded the ‘ever victorious army,” had 
as good opportunities of judging the character and disposition of the 
Chinese as any one has ever had, and I am sure that his experience of 
the mandarians left him little to say in their favour, while all that he 
knew of the people showed how ready they were to be good friends 
with the foreigner, and his most faithful soldiers were not those that 
the mandarins supplied, but those which he himself enlisted. 

We have made many mistakes in our policy in China, simply because 
we look upon the Government as representing the feelings of the 
people, whereas the Government only represents a syatem and a dy- 
nasty. he people care little either for one or the other. Had we not 
done so much to hold the present Government together it would have 
broken up long ago from a rotten core. We helped it in its civil wars ; 
we did its police work on the coast against pirates; we collected its 
revenue when its own officers were not to be trusted, and its Customs 
administration could not be carried out against fraudulent traders, and 
in no case’have we ever found in all our wars with China that the people 
were opposed to us. We held Canton with no diticulty; at other 
placcs the people have looked upon us as their protectors, and have 
been grateful for our aid. But if I shift my position to the audience 
chamber of a Yamun I should at once find that, thoush the mandarin 
may be friendly, the system he has to uphold is the reverse. The very 
difficulty that ia experienced in bringing the mandarins to punish the 
perpetrators of massacres (for the Tientsin horror is not the only one 
we have had to deplore) shows cither that they are connected with 
the occurrence or are too weak to seize the perpetrators for the sake of 
justice being done. Experience, however, has always shown that when 
a display of force has been resorted to on the part of the foreigner 
there have been some men, whether the true culprits or not we could 
not always know, who have been sacrificed, if not punished. 

The cruel punishments of a half-civilised Government tend to teach 
the people and the mo’ haw to vent their rage when their wrath is 
stirred ; but, as arule, the people are timid, and not bloodthirsty at 
all, though they are trained up to be accustomed to the most horrible 
sights, when the power of the Government wisnes to he strongly im- 
pressed upon them. I write in hopes that no unguarded attempts may 
be made to bring about a new war in China, eapecially in conjunction 
with the French, for their difficulties and ours there are founded upon 
a. perfectly different basis; and it would be indeed cruel to raise up anew 
war to injure a people who are friendly under the pretence of teaching 
a lesson to a Government that but for our aid would ecarcely exist, and 
is so weak that it is at the mercy of any ambitious mandarin who may 
try to seize the reins. Its weakness arises from the people having 
little sympathy for it, and because it would rather keep us away than 
et the cou istry profit by our civilisation and our trade. 








RISING OF CHINESE IN PERU AND MASSACRE OF 
OVERSEERS. 

By the mail steamer which arrived on the 12th inst. we have received 
accounts of alarming Chinese revolts which had occurred in the Pera- 
vian provinces, Barranca and Pativilea. Tho coolles had risen in various 
plantations, massacred all the whites with shocking brutality, and at- 
tempted to blockade the town of Barranca, but were severely repulsed, 
and dispersed in small bands in the neighbouring mountains. The oc- 
currence had caused general consternation. The estates had suffered 
severely in the destruction of crops and property. 

The Panama Star and Herald contains the following account of the 
rising :—‘‘ From Peru we receive the news of a very serions insurrection 
of the Chinese labourers employed on the haciendas of Pativilea and 
Galpon, about 150 miles north of Lima. It seems that on the night of 
September 4 the coolics on the first named estate, having become aware 
of the presence of an agent from Lima with a large quantity of money 
in his possession, rose en masse, and after having massacred with the 
most shocking brutality all the whites on the plantation proceeded to 
the adjoining haciendas, induced the Chincse there to join them, per- 
petrated more acts of violence, and finally, numbering from 1,500 to 
2,000, attempted to sack the little village of Barranca. Here, fortunately, 
intelligence of their movements and designs had preceded them, and 
the inhabitants of the place, stationed behind a hastily constructed breast- 
work, received their attack with such well directed volleys of musketry 
as to throw the insurgents into complete confusion and demoralised re- 
treat, Troops arrived from Lima on the 6th, to aid in quelling the dis- 
turbances, but found their labours restricted to following the Chinese, 
who had dispersed in small bands to the neighbouring mountains. About 
thirty or forty whites were murdered, and from 250 to 300 Chinese 
were killed during the affair. The luss, however, consists principally in 
the coolies and the destruction of crops and property. Once in the 
mountains, the planters will find it next to impossible to recover their 
labourers ; meanwhile the extensive and valuable cstatcs if suffered to 
remain idle will speedily be greatly deteriorated in value and effective- 
ness. The occurrence had caused general consternation, even proposi- 
tions had been introdueed in Congress probibiting the further importa- 
tion of coolies into Peru.” 
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“THE TIMES” AND ITS CORRESPONDENTS ON 
THE TIENTSIN MASSACRE. 

The Trmes of the 13th contained two important letters on the pre- 
sent crisis in China; one from its regular correspondent at Shanghal, 
and the other from “ Alpha,” whose former letter, together with the 
reply which it clicited from “ Philo-Sinensis,” we reproduced in these 
columns on the 9th and l6thult. Zhe Z'imes devotesa leading article 
to these communications, and at length demands immediate and decl- 
sive action in the following impressive words:—‘‘ With the evidence 
before us, it becomcs impossible to regard the recent massacre as me- 
nacing only to the nation which has becn its immediate victim. The 
French may have lit the spark, but the conflagration, once on foot, 
threatens to involve all foreigners in ita destruction. All our corre- 
spondents warn us against allowing this crime to escape unpunished, 
owing to the unfortunate pre-occupation of the French. The delay 
has already been sufficiently perilous. We need not identify ourselves 
with the French quarrel, but one of the Sisters of Mercy was an Eng- 
lishwoman, and we ought to resent asa peril to all foreigners, and a 
scandal to the good faith of the Peking Government, the flagrant in- 
difference to justice which suffers mouth after month to clapse without 
any effectual measures of retribution bcing adopted. Questions of 
palley and of diplomatic relations have nothing to do with the avenging 
a murderous outrage. The first necessity in the East 1s, as our corre- 
spondent says, to put down murder and violence ‘with a strong hand 
and a bold front.’ Whatever faults the French or their missionarica 
had committed, the Tientsin Massacre cries for vengeance, and we 
should be alike false to ourselves, to our neighbours, and to humanity 
if, merely because we are not the immediate sufferers, we failed to in- 
sist on retribution. It is, as our correspondent confesscs, a very difficult 

uestion to see how the conviction and punishment of the gullty are to 

esecurcd. But it is one cf those difficult questions of which honour 
and interest alike demand the solution.” 

In one important point The Z'imes considera the present explana- 
tory letter of “ Alpha” (who, it will be remembered, is believed to 
be Sir Rutherford Alcock) is satisfactory, although it is by no means 
reassuring. “Alpha” earnestly disclaims being supposed to argue 
that, as the outbreak was not directed against forcigners generally, it 
‘*necd not create alarm or call for combined intervention.” He writes 
to explain that nothing could be further from his intention than to 
suggest such a conclusion. Ic does not hesitate to say that he ‘‘ lives 
in daily fear of a worse catastrophe.” Zhe Times hears that his 
alarm is but too well justified. Its own correspondent informed 
us by telegram that the Roman Catholic church has been de- 
stroyed at Newchwang, and we learn at the same time, through 
St. Petersburg, that Roman Catholic buildings have also been 
destroyed at Kia-hing. The Foreign-office, indeed, has re- 
ceived information, of four days’ later date than this, that all 
was quiet at Peking and Tientsin. But we must conclude 
from the previous telegrams that the movement commenced three 
months ago at Tientsin had partly spread to other towns. In the 
letter of The Times correspondent at Shanghai, dated 18th Aug,, he 
says:—‘ While the Chinese are delaying to make reparation they 
are preparing for resistance. The truth of the native reports which I 
have mentioned of the collection of troops near Tientsin can now be 
verified from the mastheads of the foreign ships in port. Soldiers can 
be seen in every direction. Their number is set down at 40,000, and 
Li-hung-chang, Gordon’s associate in the ‘'acping war, is said to be 
approaching with 25,000 more froin Shansi. The Chinese are clated 
by the possession of foreign guns to a belicf that they are now capable 
of resisting foreign armies with success, and there seems little doubt 
that they intend testing their belief. Count Rochechouart has pressed 
his demanda, and wil), I believe, haul down his flag if they are not 
complied with within a short dats. In that case Peking and Tientsin 
will almost certainly be untenable for foreigners during the three 
winter months when the Peiho is closed by ice. The French have 
not sufficient force in China to begin hostilities at once; it is unlikely 
that they can receive reinforcements before the end of the year, and 
their temporary withdrawal will be looked on as a proof of success 
which will encourage futher acts of violence. 

‘© have hitherto written as thovgh France alone were concerned in 
the threatened war. But though her representative has taken the 
lead in demanding reparation, she is not alone aggrieved. Subjects of 
England, Italy, Belgium, and Russia were also among the victims, and 
the duty devolves, therefore, upon these Powers alao of bringing the 
Chinese Government to reason, as a matter of justice to the fea » nO 
ae than as a guarantee of security for their future interests in the 

ast. 

“The fact that all the Roman Catholic missions here hold ostensibly 
from France Iced at firat to the inference that all the murdered mis- 
sionaries were French. But such is not the case, and the fact that 
France is prevented for the moment from avenging their death should 
not mean that China is to go free till France is at liberty to punish 
her. The Belgian Minister, 1 am aware, has written an admirable de- 
spatch, dwelling on the crueliy and disgrace of the crime, claiming re- 
paration, and impressing upon the Peking Government that ‘those 
who are trying, directly or indirectly, to inspire the Chinese peoplo 
with a hatred of the foreigner are preparing for their country compli- 
e>tions which cannot fail to be disastrous for it and for the Government 
of the Emperor.’” 

Replying to the urgent question “ what isto be done?” The Times 
gays :—‘' lt is admitted that the Ticntsin Massicre was directed with a 
remarkable exclusivences against the French. But we are emphati- 
cally warncd against concluding from this circumstance that other 
foreicnera ate exempted from the animosity of the Chinese. Our 
misapprehension of our correspondent’s (‘ Alpha’) meaning has had the 
advantage of eliciting from him a most explicit statement on this 
head. The Chinese, he says, high and low, hate us ‘as uliens and in- 
trad2:s, innovators and barbarians. They hate the foreigner for his 
4 fi fae his assumption or assertion of superiority, and for his 

itual disregard of their customs and feelings, as well as of their 
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prejadices. Ie is equally an object of distrust and dislike for his 
military superiority, his restless spirit of cnterprise and activity, so 
opposed to their own tendencies. Above all, he is alike hated and 
feared by the ruling classes as a prosclytiscr an‘] propagandist, secking 
to subvert the established religions and inatitutions, and & canse of 
danger and trouble to all on whom the duty of governing falls.’ 
In obedience to the candour our correspondent recommends, we fear it 
must be added that these reasons for aversion are by no means 
groundless. The Japanese showed at first an equal jealousy of foreign 
influence ; but, with superior shrewdness, they have discerned the ne- 
cessity of admitting it, and have resvlved, by boldly taking it in 
hand, to render the inevitable revolu‘ion as lite revalutionary as pos- 
sible. “This political iastinct seems wanting in the Chinese. ‘hey aro 
simply afraid of us, and fear is the blind mother of hatred. Rulers 
and ruled are ready at any moment, if the requisite excitement be af- 
forded, to shut their eyes to cons:quences, and mike a frantic effort to 
shake us off. Patience and prudence on both cides would in time enable 
us to understand each other. But, meanwhile, Enropeans in China 
live, it ig to be feared, on a voleino. There is no doubt the French 
and the Roman Catholics have in a peculiar degree drawn upon them- 
selves the animosity of the Chinese. ‘ Alpha’ tells us that the reason of 
this special hostility is well understood, and that the danger it occasioned 
has been long foreseen. The Roman Catholics claim great privileges 
for their converts. If a Chinese Roman Catholic be engaged ina feud 
or lawsuit with his neighbour, he applies through the missionary for the 
protection of tho French Coneul or Minister, and thia protection ia 
afforded him. Inshort, the French and the French missionaries do 
not scruple ‘to extra-territorialise their converts, and assert a right 
of interference with the civil powor throughout the interior.’ It is 
easy to see that such conduct muat aggravate intensely the natural 
Chinese dread of foreign influence. ‘The whole nation,’ according to 
“ Alpha,’ ‘is full of combustible matter ;’ but he docs not hesitate to 
say that it is the Romanist missions, acting under French protection, 
which alone at the present moment threaten us with an explosion. If 
the Government can satisfy themselves of the truth of this observation, 
it will became thcir duty to urge it upon the attention of the French. 
The task will be a delicate one, and wo need not say with how much 
better grace we could discharge it if, in the first instance, we interpret 
with generosity our obligation to our allies in the moment of their 
distress, We shall be equally wise and gencrous not to separate our- 
selves from the French in dealing with the present outbreak ; but, in 
our turn, we may justly ask them not to prosecute a course which im- 
perils our interests as well as their own.” 

On the 18th The Times, reverting to this subject, observed that un- 
less the Chinese are taught in some way or other that retribution waits 
upon crimes like these, no foreigner’s life in China can be considered safe. 
When we proceed, however, to institute further inquirics, we are left, 
unfortunately, with very imperfect information. As even a Chinese 
mob will not rise without provocation or instigation, it is but just to 
ask what offence was given, and at whose instance or by trhose conni- 
vance this butchery,was perpetrated. Necesaarily, too, we must satisfy 
ourselves about the best method of redress, and ascertain, if we can, 
not only what demands we should prefer, but to what authorities 
they should be addressed, and by what measures we should 
prepare to support them. On no one of these points, unhappily, is 
there any concurrence of opinion. The offence expiated by these help- 
less victims was that of religious prosclytism, attended, itis to be 
feared, by political pretensions obnoxious to the native magistrates and 
educated classes of the people. These pretensions, enforced, perhaps, 
occasionally with too little consideration for the susceptibilities of man- 
daring and literates, gave deep offence to the ruling classes, and to 
their instigation, it is supposed, the outbreak was due. It is necessary 
to remember that the Chinese, like all Asiatica, grow bold with im- 
punity, and interpret forbearance as cowardice. The Massacre of Tien- 
tain, though directed against a particular class of a particular nation, 
may easily be repeated in other places with less provocation, if onoe it 
is believed that it can be repeated with safety. 

All foreigners in China, whatever may be their pursuits or their 
policy, live in what is called a ‘‘aolidarity” of responsibilities and 
perils. The Chinese, if once roused to active hostility, would recog- 
nise little difference between French and English, Americansand Ger- 
mans. We, therefore, on our aide, must recognise the common cause 
algo, and, as the French have enough on their hands, we must act for 
ourselves and them. But howto act? ‘That is the question which in- 
volves the greatest difficulty. We could either demand redtess of the 
Tmperial Government, or we could apply coercion to the local authori- 
ties. Notonly justice itself, but the magnitude of the interests at 
stake, requires that we should proceed deliberately, and with a full 
knowledge of our position and our means. Jt is to be hoped the 
affair will not swell to the dimensions of a war. Tho Chinese do not 
deny their responsibility, nor have they pleaded justification, They 
have merely employed the tricks of delay, and have continued their 
excuses and their foe until four months have elapsed without an 
offer of redress. It was recently reported that they had actually re- 
jected the demands preferred by the representative of France in the 
country, and no surprise should be felt if the intelligence of the war 
should encourage them to persist in their obduracy. Stories are told, 
too, of their buying breech-loaders, and training troops in Euro- 
pean fashion, but the opinion of those most conversant with Chinese 
affairs is that a moderate demonstration of force will suffice both for 
the exaction of retribution in the present case and the protection of 
our settlements in future. 


As it happens, we have a considerable naval force in those regions, 
and a battalion of marines will be despatched in augmentation of the 
troops at the disposal of its commander. This Js bot n small display 
of strength, and yet, if the version now given of the affuir be correct, 
it may pfove sufficient. We have lately endeavoured, as far as our 
relations with the Imperial Court extend, to strengthen its authority 
by reference to its decisions, instead of king the law into our ow. 
hands, and enforcing obedience on the spot. This, however, presumes 
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on the part of the Emperor and his Ministers both the will and the 
power to execute justice, whereas no justice bas been done or even 
attempted in the case before us. On the other hand, we have as yet 
refrained from those appeals to which the Chinese have always con- 
sented to listen, and perhaps a demonstration of the customary kind 
may terminate the question without further trouble. 





THE WORKING MEN’S INTERNATIONAL EXHIBI- 
TION AND THE FAR EAST. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 
Srr,—Being deeply interested in China, I have read with much 
pleasure the articles in which you have shown the necessity for 
calling public attention to the value of our trade in the Far Kast, 
and the alarming condition in which European settlers there have 
been placed by the impossibility of the French punishing the 
Tientsin massacre as they would have done at another time. I 
sincerely hope that your arguments will have the desired effect, 
and that the Government will no longer permit such valuable 
lives to be endangered for want of timely succour. My main 
object, however, in writing to you now, is to express the convic- 
tion that, if our countrymen in the Far East find less sympathy 
than other colonists with the English people, it is because they 
do not take active steps to bring their usefulness before the public. 
Take the Working Men's International Exhibition at the Agri- 
cultural Hall, for instance. This exhibition of the products of 
agricultural and manufacturing labour in all parts of the world, 
after being opened by the Queen, and inspected by the Prime 
Minister, has been visited, on an average, by four or five thou- 
sand persons of nll classes every day for three mouths, and the 
number of visitors issstill increasing. Everywhere throughout 
this noble Hall may be seen groups of visitors, examining the 
materials for industry and the examples of skill sent from abroad. 
Europe is well represented by every country ; and all our colonies, 
with one exception, have furnished information of the most valu- 
able and interesting kind, as is proved by the groups of earnest 
inquirers who gather round their departments. But while India, 
Australia, and even Peru are represented in the International 
Exhibition, China and the Far East give no sign of comiercial 
existence. This is a great oversight, and one that must be reme- 
died if our iabours in China and Japan are to meet with the 
appreciation of the English public. Specimens of tea in its 
pure and its adulterated states, of silkworms’ eggs, silks, &c., in 
various stages of manufacture, native goods of all kinds, photo- 
graphs of persons and places, and, in fact, everything that cau 
give information to the classes that are carnestly seeking it, would 
© more to familiarise and interest the public concerning the pro- 
ducers of articles of daily consumption than any other form of 
appeal for protection. One stall thus furnished from China and 
Japan in the present Exhibition would have been worth fifty 
ublic meetings in conveying o due idca of the value of the Far 
ast to England in the present day.— Yours,

NEW YORK MARKET REPORT.

TEA. 

There is great dulnessin the market, but holders generally are firm, 
especially for parcels in bond, so that although buying is restricted to 
actual requirements, prices have not suffered a material decline. There 
isa large accumulation of stock at this port, owing to the new crop 
having come forward earlier than usual, but there is a corresponding 
decrease through the country, as the regular consumption diminishes 
stocks, which are very slowly replenished. 

The current rates are as follows :—Uncoloured Japan, common to 
fair, 73c. to 78c.; superior to fine, 80c. to 90c.; extra fine to finest, 
96c. to $1.15; Oolong, common to fair, 60¢. to 70c.; superior to fine, 
75ce. to 95c. ; extra fine to finest, $1.05 to 1.40; Souchong and Con- 
gou, common to fair, 60c. to 70c.; superior to fine, 75c. 90c. ; extra 
fine to finest, $1 to 1.80; Orange Pekoe, common to fine, 76c. to $1; 
Hyson, common to fair, 65c. to 75c.; superior to fine, 80c. to 95c. ; 
extra fine to finest, $1.05 to 1.30; Young Hyson, Canton- made, nomi- 
nal; common to fair, 55c. to 60c ; superior to fine, 70c. to $1.05; ex- 
tra fine to finest, $1.20 to 1.50; Gunpowder and Imperial, Canton- 
made, nominal ; common to fair, 75c. to 90c. ; superior to fine, $1.05 
to 1.30; extra fine to finest, $1.40 to 1.75; Hyson Skinand Twankey, 
Canton-made, nominal; common to fair, 58c, to 63c.; superior to 
fine, 65c. to 68e.; extra fine to finest, 70c. to T5c. 

SILK. 

The following is from Messrs. O'Donoghue and Howell’s Report :— 
The market has undergone but little change since our last report. 
The slight activity we then announced as beginning to be manifest 
has not increased in any marked degree ; the market is quite bare of 
desirable silk, and manufacturers are awaiting further arrivals of the 


new crop before making Jarge purchases. Re-reeled Haineen and | 
Tsatlee continue to be the favourites, and are the first silks to feel the | 


effect of the slightest improvement in trade; stock is small. Tasatlee 
and Taysaam of the usual reel are taken only in small quantities for 
actual need. Re-reeled Canton, extra fine, is receiving but little at- 
tention ; the inferior grades have been selling a little more freely, and 
are Long quite firmly at quotations. Japans are suffering almost total 
neglect. 

The following are the current rates :—Tsatlees, No. 2, $10 to 10.25; 
No, 8, $10; Nos. 4 and 5, $9 to 9.25. Taysaam, No. 1, $8.75; 
Nos. 2 and 3, $8.25 to 8.3-8; Nos. 4and 5, $7.1-8 to 7.25; Canton, 
re-reeled, good, $7 to 7.1-8; fair, $6.5-8 to 6.75; medium, $6.50; 
Tsatlee, re-reeled, good, $10; fair and medium, $9.3-8 to 9.50. Hai- 
neen, do. fair, $9.25 to 9.50. Canton, re-reeled, extra fine, $8.50, 
Japans: Muibash and Kosbio, nominal; no demand. Atchezan, fair, 
$8.50. Sodai, good and fair to medium, $9.25. 





Correr.—The current quotations for East India kinds are, Java Go- 
vernment bags, 20c. to 22c. ; Java mats, 19c. to 2lc. ; Singapore, 18c. 
to 19c. ; Manila, 16c. to 17¢.; Native Ceylon, 174c. to 19c. There is 
an active demand for Brazil, to which the attention of buyers has been 
almost exclusively directed. There is consequently but little doing in 
other kinds, there being no speculative enquiry. The only sales to 
note are of Java, 8,350 mats ex Regina Maris, and 1,500 mats ex Can- 
dati at the current rate, also 1,700 mats ‘ex the last-named vessel on 
private terms. The stock of Javais low, and at the close prices for 
this kind show a tendency towards advance. The stock of Manila on 
the 1st Oct. was estimated at 400 bags against 4,564 bags on Oct. 1, 
1869; of Java (Government), at 670 bags, against 873 bags; of Java 
mats, 31,760, against 88,391 bags; of Ceylon, 9,426 bags, against 
8,927 bags; of Singapore, nit, against nil. 

CampxHor.—China is quoted 19c. gold (in bond). 

EssenTrat O11s.—Aniseed is quoted $2 to 2.10 ; Cassia, $1.20 to 1.25 
gold (in bond). 

Gansrer.—The current quotation is 8gc. gold (duty paid). 

Guwxy Crora.—The market for Borneo is quiet at 304c. to 31jc. 

Hemp.—The market for Manila is active, and we note sales of 1,747 
bales ex Tewksbury on the spot at 13c. gold, cash, 1,000 bales afloat 

rt Daniel Marcy at 13c. 60 days’ prompt, and 3,000 bales afloat per 

olunteer (since arrived) on private terms. At the close there is great 
firmness, and an advance is expected. The atock of Manila on the lst 
October was estimated at 7,730 bales, against 10,178 bales at the cor- 
responding date of 1869, and 10,436 bales in 1868. 

Np1co.—There is a small business doing in Manila at steady prices ; 
sales have been effected in small lots of about 55 cases at $1.10 to1.85 
currency, cash. 

Preserved Grncer.—China is quoted $10.50 currency (duty paid). 

RavsBars.—The quotation for China is $1.50to 2currency (duty paid). 

Rrcg.—All kinds are in but small supply, and there is consequently 
only a limited business. The sales of East India are confined to Ran- 
goon; 1,700 bags for home consumption have been sold at $7.12} to 
7.25 currency daty pele, and 475 bags, chiefly for exportation at $3.374 
to 3.50 gold in bond. 

Suear.—There is not a large amount of business going forward in 
Raw Sugar, but there is a very strong feeling on the part of holders, 
who, as for a long time past, offer their supplies very sparingly, and 
only at very full or advancing prices ; the consequence is, a hardening 
tone to the market, which closes very firmly. The sales include 50,663 
bags Manila ex Galatea, and 12,300 bags per Menden at 83c. to 8§c. 

Prces.—Cassia has advanced to 47c. gold, at which price there isa 
fair amount of business doing, and in addition the sale is reported of 
160 bales Batavian ex Cyclone at Boston. White Pepper is in fairly 
active enquiry at 3lc. gold. The market for other Spices exhibitsa 
quiet tone. 

Trn.—The market is extremely dull, and the current quotations, 
844c. to $4%c. for Straits, and 86gc. for Banca, must be considered 
merely nominal, there having been no transactions worth reporting.
